An opportunity to obtain aO bettor library 
■ervlce haa been made arallable to the people o# 
VancouTer laland, outilde Victoria, through the 
recently-announced donation of $15,000 by the 
Carnegie Library Fund. ThU body baa done much 
to promote reading ffciiitiea in tblA Jltuyl0*f? 
Through an appropriation of $100,000, flee years 
ago, the Prorlnclal Library Commlaalon haa been 
able to proTlde to the Fraser Valley communities, 
without cost to the people of that ar**- * 
operatise Ubrary serslce unequaled In Canada, 
More than 1$,500 persons base become members 
and readers, and nearly three-quarters of a 
million books hase been circulated. The shelses 
of the branches, sub-branches and deposit sta¬ 
tions are stocked with M,000 solumes. So appre- 
datlse were the taxpayers of such book serslce 
that, at the termination ol the arrangement, 
they took It oser and underwrote It In their 
municipal and school budgets. 

The design of the trustees of the Carnegie 
Ubrary Fund was to preside In the Fraser Valley 
a demonsUatlon of the adsantages of co-opera¬ 
tion, especially by rural communities, In extend¬ 
ing their opportunities for reading. A similar 
demonstration la under way In Prince Edsmrd 
Island. Theiw will not, howeser, be any more 
large appropriations for this purpose In Canada, 
It U announced by the Carnegie Board. The 
present offer U made to such dlstrlcU of this 
prosince as may be able, with the example of 
Fraser Valley before them, to set up a regional 
imkHi library in a particular district. Four such 
areas are designated, Vancouser Island, the Oka¬ 
nagan. the Kootenays. and possibly a seml-urban 
group, centring on New Westminster and Includ¬ 
ing Richmond and Burnaby. 

The Proslnclal Ubrary Commission has ap' 
pointed Miss Helen Stewart, PhD., who so com' 
petently promoted and directed the Fraser Valley 
demonstration, to present the plan of co-operatlte 
library serrlce to these four districts. She will 
start with Vancouser Island. beglnnlM next week 
at Nanaimo, and. In p^sonal Interslews and public 
addresses, tell the story of the Mainland's good 
fortune and how It might be to a considerable 
exUnt duplicated here. Several weeks will be 
spent In effort In each field. Further action arlll 
depend on the attitude 6f the communities 
visited. Whichever receives the project favorably 
and Is prepared to get behind It will have the 
continued ^ support of the Library Commission 
and the director. 

The Colonist Is convinced that the Up-Island 
Is well circumstanced for a regional union library. 
The number of books already on hand, added to 
the Interest hitherto shown and experience 
already gained. Is a fine foundation for a library 
service that will be not alone for the present 
limited number, but for every man, woman and 
child In the whole area. It Is for the communities 
eoncemed to take action, and without delay.

It gives that quietness 
which belongs to clear thought, provides a new 
esthnate of values and helps hnmeadurably 
towards bringing to bear on the purposes of living 
that moral and spiritual vigor so often the theme 
of St. Paul's exhortations. 

There is a sense of eager humanity In the 
lessons to be drawn from I Corinthians, XII and 
xm. In lew parts of his teachings does St. Paul 
rise to greater heights In his call tor the exercise 
of spiritual strength. He had achieved righteous¬ 
ness: he wanted all others to experience Use same 
manifestations that righteousness gives to the 
human outlook. He made no secret of the fact 
(hat the road td Odd It payed with dUBcuIttea 
that there Is a demand lor constant watchful¬ 
ness, Intense concentration, strength of character 
and setl-dlsclpllne. He admitted that men now 
aee through a glass darkly, but that there Is a 
way of living whereby they will see face to face 
when they put themselves close to their Ood, 
when they experience the Divine strength touch¬ 
ing their souls, when their Innate powers are 
quickened, when new powers, hitherto undreamed 
of, cause a spiritual renascence. 

St. Paul's Ideal Is the renewal ol life by the 
continual reinforcement of spiritual power. It Is 
small wonder that be should have based the 
possibility of this on the perpetual exerelse of 
Charity, coupled with those other faculties of 
Faith and Hope, the practice of which Is made 
possible through the virtue he believed the moat 
cardinal of all. It was through the greatest 
exhibition of Charity towards His fellow-men yet 
known In human history that the power of re¬ 
demption was laid down as the keynote of the 
Christian faith, when Christ Himself exemplified 
the doctrine that, "greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life lor his 
friends.”

There are about 14X)0 of 
theae “approved aocleiles" in Eng¬ 
land operating health Insurance 
under O ove m ment regulation. The 
cost of administration haa been 
about 13H per cent of the total rev- 
enuca. By economical managetaent 
of the funds, many of the aoctellts 
have been able to increase the bene¬ 
flu to their members. 

Through theae aoctet^s the Na¬ 
tional Health Insurance Fund pays 
out |l$0.00d.000 a year In aickness 
paymenU and $25,000,000 more for 
operating expenses. The Oovera- 
ment. which theoretically contrtb- 
utea one-third, actually has to find 
only about one-sixth of the total 
the Invested funds of the 17,600,000 
contributors now come to more 
than $ 600 , 000 , 000 , and the taUroBt 
on these funds exceed $90,000,060 a 
year, reducing to $99^00.000 what 
the British taxpayer has to meet.

T HEME to no more cokrful period in the 
htotocT ol BritUh C(4uintrto than that of 
the brief occupaUoo of Nooika bjr the 
Spanlarde. folk)wlnf the arrival on Uaj I, 
nw. of Don Eftevan Joee Marilncf to take 
poeieiitoo of the countrjr. Thto flre-eatlnf 
Spaniard wae a man of hasty and 

abeence of tact and lolerattoo. He broufhi 
hU country to the verge of war with Oreat 
Britain and caused the eventual retirement of 
Spain from the North PaclAc. throuth hto 
■elitirc and MMreatment of the ofBcert and 
crews of the ships of Capt. John Meares. who 
had already purchased a section of the country 
from the Nootkan chief Uaquinna, and had 
erected a trading post there. 

It has been the habit wtth historians to dis¬ 
parage Captain Meares. Just why to not etoar. 
and those who went out of their way to attack 
him In hto day did ao. It would appear, from 
personal motives, and to prevent too close 
InapecUon of their own actions. To put It 
mildly. John Meares was entitled to as much 
credence as other fur traders of hto time. HU 
adventurous visits to thto Coest resulted In the 
establishment of British sovereignty, and It Is 
but an 111 reward that he should be held up to 
Q ridicule and opproblum based on the doubtful 
word of hU rivals In trade. Some day, per- 
haps, jitotlce will be done to the memory of 
Captain Meares. The purpose of this etory. 
however, to to picture another actor In that 
historical period, Don Pedro Albeml. fap***** 
of the CataluTu Volunteers. 

Remarkabit Man 

L ittle hw bMn kno«n of the hlitcfT ol 
Albeml. except that he wee la coouaend 
of a Maall mlUtarj force at Nootka. later la- 
fonaetlon obtalaed from MrUeo. howerer. 
would Indicate that Don Pedro Albeml waa a 
Bian of remarkable character and penonallty. 
who. like hla lupertor. Don Juan PrancUco 
Quadra. ,tood out In bold reUef from the man 
of Spanlah offlclala In Mexico In hla time 
Unlike aiartmez, Albeml aa, a man of eaat 
humanity and human aympaihiea. A, an 
officer In the militia. hU retard tor the wellere 
of hla men wa, outatandlnf. and led to hla 
arre,t. and In «ich a condilMi ha came to 
Nootke. where he woo promotion. 

Prom thr muKy old lUee of the Mrxtcan 
Oorrmmrnt. reddrnt with (randilotiumt len* 
luair. tome etiior of Albeml, acUone hnme- 
dlalely prior to hU comint to Wootka may be 
ileaned. Theae lUmpae, contribute a little to 
the pleture of the man who U remembered by 
hartne a treat Inlet and two townx named 
In hU honor. Perhaps more may be leamad of 
hb career In day, to come. 

About the Ume that Martlnei waa carrTinc 
on tn hit hlth-handed way at Nootka. the 
autlwulUee In Mexico were prepartnt to aup- 
port MArtlnei with a mi lita r y force, for on 
Autuet 17, ITU, an order waa tirurd to eend a 
datarhiiiiiit of the CataJuna Volunteert, then 
dolnc farrlaon duty In the city of Quadalaxara, 
V> San Blax to prepare for nnbarkatlon to 
Mootka.

company to laU away, but It waa anothtr thlnt 
to let Albeml to more until he waa convlnecd 
that hit force wae In a poalUon to do lo. Thlt 
waa eMdeneed when the captain, throuth 
aerfeant-major, notified the Mealcan 
meat that ha required more men. fifteen of hie 
force beinf In no condition to make the trtp. 
Order, were eubasquently fleen to rtcrult llf> 
teen men from a reftment that waa datlned 
lor mrrlee In the PhlUppInee. 

Albeml waa aaked whether or not there were 
any mote of hla aoldlen who were unfitted lor 
the riuifh duty of the norUiera cUmate. He 
paraded hta men and examined them Indl- 
rldually, with the reeult that he forwarded a 
Uat of twenty-three more Ineffeetlrea. 

By the middle ef December, Albeml, haetnc 
eecurid the replacement of the twenty-three 
Ineal^de, reeelred pre-emptory otdert to leaee 
OueOalaxara for Ban Blaa-but ht did not 
move. He would not |o until he had receleed 
proper armament to replace the worn-out mua- 
keU of hie men. 

Wanted Mort Skirts 

rOR war Don Pedro the only one to ooa- 
plaln. A number of hie men preaented a 
petition to the blfh com Mind Tor clothlni. let- 
ttnt out that they were poorly rqulpptd lor the 
wc.her at Nootka: that they only had two 
ablna each, and that oooUnual waahlni of these 
, In wa water would eoon cause them to rot. 
Albeml atrontly bocked up his men. He In- 
■ta.uced that tome of them had prwnouUy been 
on Northtm expedluona. and had been toread 
lo buy cloUitnt from their own lunda. which 
Mi them In debt. w 

Albcral'a men did not look upon tbs expedi¬ 
tion la a holiday Jaunt, and further trouble 
ec tued. A number of them deserted, end Don 
Pedro spent conelderable time In chaiinf them. 
He would no eaoner let back a froup ef de- 
•erten than other, would absent themeelree. 

3 y January 1. tha Benor Rstent ef Ouada- 
laxara noted that the billet mastera of Albeml’a 
cempany had itartrd for Ban Bias He wai In 
h. ppy frame about It. for the Benor Hetent dM 
not let aJoni well with the captain. They bed 
frequent elaahea But that hlib dlinitary dla- 
cortred tereral day, later that one of Albeml's 
lieutenants. Don Pranctroo Bucarell. and four 
men were still tn the clly. They werr lU. 
BjcarsU. howerer. soon followed hla oonpany. 
Tha aeaor Raient could not make It out. He 
sal Mxwly hurt, and irarely complained to the 
Viceroy that Don Pedro had not mid tood b yw 
to him. 

Poor Bucarell wae not deMned to |o to 
Nootka. He lost hie reteon. and on January II. 
17M. Albeml reporte. from Trpic. that hit Utu- 
tmant irts tufitrlnc -from a bewilderment at 
hb Judimem.’ a eondltlen which was aubatan- 
ilated by a medical certlfimta. 

Arms Wtra UmIcss 

A LBERNI waa atUl irorrltd about the con¬ 
dition at tha arms of hie troop, and sate 
out that be had aerenty-tauc wimkel a and an 
•qual number of bayuneta. but waa abort by 
four i«n and bayoneU to aim his eompaay.

Tills WAS sanctioned by the Viceroy, 
who went further and aent InstmcUons to Ban 
Blaa to outfit the captain's force with new 


**1, the xkotary. In virtue of the oommtosloa 
which toas been conferred on me. receive the 
oath made In due form, under word of honor 
with his hand on his sword, of Don Jose Antonio 
de AiT0)'0. sub-Ueutenant of the reflment of 
dragoons of Puebla, promising Ood and assur¬ 
ing King that he will tell the truth as lo 
what he knows and on which he to asked. 

“He states that today (September 23. 1713). 
about 11:30 in the morning, he, the declarant; 
the notary of the chamber and government. 
Don Joae Ramon Mateo; and various other 
poor persons were in the office rooms of the 
Very Illustrious Lord Regent, on divers affairs 
and business, when there entered Don Pedro 
AlbenU, captain of the company of volunteers 
of CaUluna. together with his alferet. Don 
Francisco Maria Bucarell. As soon as he 
entered the door, without giving any regard to 
the presence of Hto *'Lordship. Don Pedro 
Albeml began to approach the notary with 
proud and Insulting words as to the settlement 
of accounts of hto company. 


When Don Pedro Albeml arrived at Ban Bla^ 
it was to find hlasself under ams t , which was 
to cooUnue until he had reached Nootka. The 
Vlotroy himself. Don Juan Vincente de Orcas- 
lias y RevUlaglgtdo. had written to thto effect 
to Quadra. The arrest came as an Obplcasant 
surprise to the gallant captain, and reeulted 
from the machinations of the B rI^ Regent of 
Ouadalaaara. foOowlng a real quSwl between 
them. The chief difficulty was that Albeml 
had hurt the dignity of the Very lUustrtotM 
Don Antonio VUla Vmitla. of the Council of 
His Majesty, Regent President of the Rc^l 
Aqdieoee of Quadalaxara. Oovemor of the 
Kingdom. Oomnundant-Oeneral of Arms and 
Inteodent of Quadalaxara city and Provinoe. 
A man with so many titles, of neeeealty. had a 
great deal of ecutcelt and a vast amount of 
d^nlty to maintain. Tlw story of how Albeml 
upset the very fUustrious Don Antonio Is amus¬ 
ing. and to characturtstie of the manner Ui 
wMeh Don P emo did thlnga 

Swort o« Hit Sword 

T here la a great deal of corre sp ond e nce on 
the official iUw co n c ern i ng the uiuetrlng 
of the Dhiotrioua One. The tneldcnt asay be 
gUmpaad from cxocrpts from tha affidavit of a 
witama lo the affair, who made oath with hto 
hODdonhtoswerdtaalorcaaolorp- Ttoto quaint 
doomMito aaiuk ta part: 


Consideration Lacking 

((T_J18 Lordship t<4d him to control hUn- 
L X self and to give more consideration to 
hto presence, but the captain, without respect 
to Hto Lordship, continued speaking in the 
same Irritatiim manner, saying that no atten- 
tlon was paid to hto troopa Hto Lordship was 
oompelled to order him to retire, and thto he 
eventuaDy did after continuing for some time 
1X1 haughty argument with Hto Lordship re¬ 
garding delays caused by the aald notary In 
granting pay to hto company. Tlxe Lord Regent 
asked if this was the way he was to be repaid 
for repeated good offices made by him to KU 
Excellency In favor of the said captain, who 
replied that he was very grateful for ail this. 

“The captain then retired to hto house with 
the sub-Ueutenant, dcln PrancUoo Bucarell. 
The latter was afterwards recalled by Hto Lord¬ 
ship and ordered to notify the said captain that 
he was to stay xinder arrest at his home until 
further notice. The sub-lieutenant returned 
shortly stating, on behalf of the captain, that 
he would always obey an order of arrest coming 
from the Viceroy and that Hto Lordship should 
give notice to the Viceroy, as he himself in¬ 
tended to do.* 

OHicial Graft Uncovertd 

ON Pedro'S account of ihe incident varies 
In minor deta^. but bis explanation of 
the cauaea leading lo the row are enUghtenlng.

trious potentate of Quadalaxara. Albeml says. 
In hto defence: 

"Notwithstanding that It to always my Inten- 
Uoo not to disturb my chiefs and superiors 
with demands and oomplalnta which wUI dis¬ 
turb them In affairs of more consequence, an 
emergency jKesents Itself which makes It ex¬ 
tremely necessary lo appeal for ihe protecUoei 
of Your Excellency In conixeclion with events 
which have happened between me and the Lord 
Intendent due to the Insults which the notary 
of the chamber, Don Jose Mateos, has Inflicted 
sgalnst my kxxown patience, docility, attention 
and poUtlness to him. 

"Since the Lord Intendent appointed him to 
rerise tha monthly accounts which the minis- 
try of the Royal Treasury remit to His Lord¬ 
ship for hto vise, neither my picas ixor the send¬ 
ing of the adjutant to him eigbt or ten times 
every month caused prompt despatch of the 
accounts, which can be adjusted In two houra 
Therefore, of the last day of every mpnth 1 
have found It necessary to supply the payroB 
out of my own pocket, or to shame myself by 
borrowing. As an Instance, for the month of 
July It was stated that there would not be any¬ 
thing paid until the 6th of August, which to 
contrary to the orders of Kto Royal Majesty.

Give Family History 

T he XUustriotts One when wrlUoc to the 
viceroy, adopted a most humble Iona. Ha 
sought to justify himself, and denied that ha 
held the soldiers In contempt Hera to a da- 
llghtful bit from tha long, rambling story told 
by the Intendent: 

**1 am far from looking with contempt upon 
hto troopa. having married the daughter of one 
of them. Her father waa tha brigadier. Don 
Pedro Lopei Osorio. Internal govamor of thto 
place and general cmAatn of Banto Domingo. 

1 have four sons. Two of them 1 have dcaUned 
foi the glorious career of srma, one aa alferm 
and the other as a cadet; the other two are to 
study laUera Of my daughters, tha only one 
married to the wife of a colonel of tha army. 

I would alro add that since ha came to thto 
capital 1 have dlstlnguLtoied Captain Don 
Pedro Albeml. at various times vtolUng him at 
hto house snd Inviting him to dine at mltxe and 
to take part In several functions which t have 
held; a^ Your Excellency himself knows of 
the repeatedly good aecounU which 1 have 
given of this officer, even calling upon the aon 
o! Your Excellency to interpose few him that 
hr may be given the government of Monte Rey, 
which Is sold to be vacant * 

As a result of thto wrangle. Don Pedro was 
reprimanded and the notary was discharged 
from bis important oIBce. But when, loHowlng 
ihe dispute. Don Pedro did not march for Ban 
Bias when instructed, the Hlustrioju One com- 
platned thst there waa no reason for tha delay 
and that it was all done to annoy him. This 
caused the order for tha arrest of i>on Pedro, 
who was to be conAned until he arrived at 
Nootka. 

The gallant captain was not there long, how- 
k .ever, .until he distinguished himself. 

WoB Indians With Song 

T he Spaniards found that the acUona of 
Martlnex were such that the Nootka In¬ 
dians would have nothing to do with tha Bpan- 
larda Marthiex had.^ without causa, klltod 
Chief CalUcum. a great friend ef Chief 
Maqulnna. the king of the nsUvaa. Without 
the assistance of Maqulmxa the aetttomant of 
the place would be difficult tndaod. Maitines 
would have carried fire and sword among tha 
villagcw-but not Affieml. Don Pedro #oa a 
wiarr man. Ha wrote a song. Ha leanhod a few 
words of the Aht tonguage and nompeaed a 
veraa m praiaa of Maqulnna. Thto be tanglit 
to hto Uttla band of soldiers, and aach awwaing 
he paraded tha company at the edge of the 
forest and they mng the pratoas of irffiEpsiaibffi

Perhaps this was benuei hS VUTIBore sincere 
and honest that certain of the self-seebers of 
his proCeaaloo. and could not always stifle his 
consclenM to suit his ambiuoa or his pocket. 
X>urlil| the war. this man had been given 
authority to guarantee certain benefits to one 
O' the Central Cun^tea^i couotrlea In eschsnge 
for their eonMerable nslstance—to be ren¬ 
dered just when we needed It most. 

Unfortunately. It sometimes occurs that 
neofnisea made by one govemment are not 
carried out by a letar government ct dJferent 
political vlewa Tliua It happened that, through** 
no fault of his own, later event '‘aused the 
man of whom 1 am. writing to feel that he* 
had. however innocently, broken his picdfed 
word and *‘let down* the country with which 
he had negotiated. 

Hot-headed and generous hinueU. he woa 
carried away by his sense of dlgust when the 
promises be had made with official sanction 
weiw later afficially canceled. He quarrelled 
with some of his fonner friends here, and en¬ 
deavored. merely by the weight of his own 
personsUty. to carry out his promises He 
tried to return to power sufficient men of his 
own way of thiniting to form a majority in 
the House of Commons who could ratify those 
broken promises of war-time days. 

8o far, he was quite Jiutifled politically. 
But when be sntlelpated the turn of events. 
and wrote certain indiscreet tetters to his 
Central Buropean friends and received from 
ihoae hot-blooded Southerners even more in- 
dlecreet replied, he was—however honestly- 
going beyond the point of safety which his 
public position in England demanded. 

Danger of Wars 

H ad the correspondence been published, or 
even got into the wrong hands on the . 
ConUnent, it is Just poeslble that war might 
have resulted, with England sgaln dragged 
into tlN st r ugg le. It to certain that powerful 
i^eighbors of the country to which prmn- 
Isea had been made would have endeavored to 
punish It for acting ao presumptuously. And 
then. If we had not interfered on behalf of 
our war-tim friend, we should have been 
sligmatUed as cowards and brsggsrts through¬ 
out the world. 

A group of extremists In the country con¬ 
cerned decided that they would publish those 
indiscreet letters. They argued that England, 
which had Interfered on behalf of little Bel¬ 
gium. would, when a cristo threatened in Eu¬ 
rope as a result of the correspondence bemg 
made public, throw her political weight once 
more into the scale. That would have been 
very profitable for the small country in the 
case. 

Posing as an envoy from hts Continental 
friends, a certain intgmauoiml thJef became., 
the guest of the English potiUcian concerned. 
While !b the house, he abstrseted copies of 
tbs oomfdcte correspondence from a locked 
desk, and abruptly disappeared. 

There was no doubt what would follow If 
the man left England with his booty. Either 
we should be Implicated in another war. cw 
else the foreign country concerned would have

The chief crop 
was oats, and the women took a share of the 
sweet dry chaff to fill their bedtieka On a 
mattress of straw theae made comfortable 
beds. Feather beds wen a luxury, as down 
fullts are In these days. The thrashlnt ma- 
chins want from farm to farm, an experiment 
In the eo-opsratlon of which we tmr so much 
In these days. After school the children came 
to watch the wonderful machine, the farmer 
takuif food care that they did not come too 
near.

T HX thmhlag ov«r 4 nd Um (rain Uored in 
bins in bamloft iranary, the froety nlcht 
warned farmers Uiaf it was time to dig the 
potaloea Clever children will say that these 
an nnt roots, and that is true. The children. 
Mg and liUle» had a three weeks* holiday 
from aohool to gather in the poutoes that 
had grown from the sets they had planted in 
May — their last holdlay. When they had 
finished it was time for the men to tske in 
the turnips, leaving the green leaves on the 
field. Meanwhile, some ploughing had been 
done. If a big field had been left till the end 
of October, a ploughing froUe was held snd 
mlghbars from far and near met in friendly 
rivalry. Oirls came to help the good wife 
prepare a foast for their hungry fathers, 
brothers and sweethearta. With song and 
dance the evening ^»ed away. There were 
mysterioua abeeocea and noisy returns, for the 
fanner usually provided a jar or a keg of 
grog for thoee who liked it. It was seldom, 
however, that even the wildest lad forgot the 
respect due to his host and the company. 

Tilt Womtn Folk 

N OW let us go to the farmhouse and see 
what the mothers and Mg sisters have 
been doing. U is early Spring. The beat of 
the Winter ashes have been saved and a 
barrel filled. A hole is bored in the bottom 
and a round stick pushed through the ashes 
into it. Wster Is poured on the ashes, and 
after they were soaked the stick is lifted 
enough to lei a little of the water throiMh. 

A tub is placed underneath. As drop by drop 
it is filled, a potato is placed In It. If it floats, 
the lyt is strong tnough. A Mg iron pot is 
ready on the fire. AU the grease hat bean 
saved, tt and the lye are boiled together. A 
tUUe salt is ad<M and the boiling mixture ia 
poured into a Mg washtub to cool till mom* 
ing. When tt it hard it Is cut into Mocks. 
The lye at the bottom is saved for scrubbing 
floors. The blocks of soap are put cn a high 
aheU to dry and eerve ter the family wash* 

’ ing tUI this time next year. Flannel ihirtsp 
petticoata and blankets come from the tub 
as white as new. 

When ths sheep are sheared later tn the 
peason the fleeces must be washed and spread 
out to dry. These are sent to the carding 
miU to be Baade Into long whUe iMls.

the kind of land to aeJect for alfalfa will not 
be out of place at Ihia time. Towards n«t 
Spring 1 propoae ecmtrtbuUng another article 
dealing with the preparailoo of the seed bed. 
etc. 

In these days when prices of ererythlng the 
fanner aeOa are ao low and yet everythlnf he 
purchaata ftlU malntaina a fairly steady ^ce. 
It would aeem desirable for more of our 
farmers to test out this crop. 

Crop H<f Many Uses 

A LPAliFA may be uaed In many ways, 
namely: Hay. pasture or aoUlng purpoaes. 
It gives high yields of moot nutritious forage, 
TlekU of four tons per acre being obUlned on 
Vancouver Island from two cutUnga. The 
chief value of alfalfa la u a feed for llvedock. 
aoU improver and aa a control for weeds 
From the itandpolnl of the Ureatock feeder, 
alfalfa may bt called the "queen of all forage 
plants. ” Xo food value It li richer than any 
other clover or grass grown. The expewive 
part of l i v es tock rations Is the protein, and U 
la for the high protein concentrates that the 
stockman has to pay out money. By the uaa 
of leguminous crops such as alfalfa the stock*

CertalB weeds such aa creeping (Canadian) 
wild oata, etc., are kept under control 
by means of alfalfa. The periodic cutting of 
^ crop prevents thaae weeds, as well aa many 
bosuala from seeding. 

Where to Grow Alfalfa 

A lfalfa thrives on heavy clay or aandy 
kiam and will grow much mert atcon^y 
on good land than on poor land. A fertile 
piece of land free from weeds, which has 
fibwn crops of grain, ahould be select ad. 

^rrtUtty Is necessary in the early atagea of 
the alfaixs plant to estabUeh a strong stand. 
After the long feeding roots have grown and 
art clustered with colonies of nitrogeD*gath* 
cring bacteria, the stand wUl eontlnue to 
thrive without adding manure of fertlUma. 

Alfalfa ahould not be sown on low, wet land. 
Alalke clover is better adapted to the low land. 
Alfalfa la a legume and. therefor*. aenalUTc to 
an add eondltloo of the toil. This condition 
can be corrected by the application of ground 
Ilmettone at the rate of one to four tons per 
sere. appUed in tba FaU. 

One shoxild not attempt to grow alfalfa on 
new breaking or land Just out of aod. Unde* 
composed sod has a drying Influence and tilth 
la usually poor. New land ahould be prepared 
for alfalfa by growing two eropa of grain and 
a hoed crop before seeding dom. The land 
ahould be FaU ploughed. In many areas tub* 
aoUlng wiU prove beneficial. 


Increasing Profits From 
Poultry and Grain by 
Feeding for Market 

I K a recent taUc prepared by The X> 0 (ninion 
Foultry Husbandman. It was pointed out 
that both the producer and the consumer 
should realise It la p<m bualneaa to seU or buy 
poultry which la thin In flesh. To seU a bird 
not properly flnlahcd <loea not pay the pro¬ 
ducer. lor he misses hla beat opportunity to' 
make a profit. It la (slat economy for the 
consumer to buy such a bird, even though the 
price per pourul may be lower, lo^ he gets too 
UtUe flesh and too much waste. 

There are two main dUTerencts 1|n the eat¬ 
ing of the thin bird and the fleWd bird: 

One Is the Increased proportion of edwe meat 
on tha fat bird compared with the ihffv bird, 
and the other la the better quality of that 
flesh. An ordinary thlh or range bird at ten 
cents a pound is dearer than a weU-fleahed 
bird at fifteen cents a pound, because the dif¬ 
ference In weight that the fleshed bird has is 
made up almcet entirely of flmh. the waste, 
such aa bones, head and feet, being practically 
the same whether thin or fleshed. Utert la 
also a notable difference in the quality of the 
flesh. The flash on the thin bird is tough and 
dry. and what Uttle oU or Juice there may be 
has a tendency to dry out in cooking. 

Against Our Interests 

T he producer Is evidently rather too will* 

Ing to market his poultry without finish, 
and the cemsumer too often has no choice In 
the matter, because there la not enough of 
the quality product to go around. The pro¬ 
ducer la working against own best Interests 
every time be markets an unfinished bird. It 
la this last pound gr two put on In the finish* 
tng that la the cheapest to produce. 

At the OenUal BiperUnental Farm. Ottawa, 

It has been shown that It takas four and one* 
half pbunds of mixed grain to produce a pound 
of chicken. With grain at one cent a pq^pA 
therefore, the extra pound of Ilaah Is developA^ 
bt a ooat of about five cents, counting the milk' 
that la used. This extra, five cents means from 
two to five cents a pound more for the whole 
bird.

Feeding the Brood Sows 
in Winter Months 

A lthough U may sound rather prob* 
kmatic. It la, nevertbclaas, a fact that 
the success of the swlns breeder is largely 
determined before the birth of his pigs by 
the comfort < feeding and housing) of hla 
brood sows from before breeding until far¬ 
rowing. 

A Winter ratlofi fed to the eows U cmn* 
poeed of four parte of ground oats aod one 
part of ground barley, balanced with skim 
milk or buttermilk. Xf these are not available, 
tankage Is added at the rate of I to 6 per 
cent of the meal ration. Alfalfa, sweet clover 
or green feed, fed from racks, provide rough¬ 
age which la very beneficial to brood sows. 

A mineral mixture of aeventy-alx pounds of 
slaked coal, twenty pounds of salt, three 
pounds of ground limestone end one pount) of 
sulphur is kept before the sows at all tiroca. 

To prevent goitre In their lUtera one table- 
spoonful per sow of a solutkin of one ounce 
of potaiulum Iodide tn one gallon of water la 
sddtd once a day to the drinking water. 

Mulch for Protection of 
Plants in the Winter 

I N the PkU. light mulching of s'.able Utter or 
peat moss keeps an even temperature In 
the garden soil and encourages root growth. 
Mulching, particularly peat moaa. husbands 
the moisture, and the moaa la valuable In 
ketplns an acid soU and In controlUng weeds. 

When freexlng weather commences, a heavier 
mukh le Important, aod wUh the exception 
of some deciduous shrubs, this ahould be ex¬ 
tended two or three feet beyond the rtMH 
spread. ThU procedure Insures sgalnst the 
fstal thawing and frecsing of the Winter 
months. Care ahould ba taken In mulching 
perennlaU to avoid emothcrlng them. They 
need not be kepi warm, but raqxilre some pro¬ 
tection from the changeable Winter tempera¬ 
ture.

I F you enjoy a UUle adveniurtng In your 
gardening, try raising drtphlnUuna from 
aaed. Beedr can be sown In flats in Jan¬ 
uary, February and March, la alight hast; 
the seedlings ahould then be transplanted 
Into the garden early tn May. By sowing 
seeds In aucoaaalan. flowers may bt obtained 
during Summer and Fall right up until tbt' 
appearance of the first froet 
Tbe plants raisad in Fbll can be suceeecfuUy 
carried through tha Winter, with a UUlt car*. 
Xnte In the Fbll, an Inch of coal ashes should 
be put over aod around the c rom u . This 
appUea to old planU as weU ss to young 
seedlings, and pravonU slugs from eating tbe 
crowns. After several frosts, a layer of salt 
hay ahould bt uaed to protect them from the 
moat severe part of the Winter. Barly in tha 
Spring, older plants should be given a UUla 
feeding ... a good sprinkling of bonemaal 
and a fair amount of Ume. SeadUztgs do not 
need feeding quite eo early, but cultivating 
ahould be done to encourage the young plants 
to grow. 

Preparation of tbe eoU for delphiniums la 
fairly simple. They are deep-rooUng plants, 
so It Is necessary to dig the .ground to a depth 
of two feet. Incorporated should be a good 
layer of weU-decayed manure and some bone- 
meal and Ume. Xyurlng the Summer months, 
tba planta need plenty of food and water- 
during dry epeUt. 

Cart of Calla Lilin 

C AIXA UUea are coming quite into favor 
aa house plants. Considered by many 
a greenhouse as "floetstV plants, calls UUea 
are not hard to make thrive under ordinary 
conditions In tbe home U a few precautions 
are taken. 

A strict watch for aii^ii must be kept In 
the culture of callss. but it is not dtlBcult to 
get lid of them. Other flovrering plants Ukely 
to be found tn the home at thla eemaon of the 
year art begonias. As with an tbe blooming 
plants, they ahould be given the Ughteet posl- 
Uon possible, and It must not be forgotten that 
they Ilka warmth. 

Bulba of one kind and another wUl now be 
either potted or ready for potting. The only 
word to say here about them la fo advise 
keeping them sway from aU light until they 
are vreU rooted, and even then not to be In 
a great hurry'to get them near the window, 
’mix dorx n ot app ly bulba Uke paper white 
narcissus, which many grow In bowls. They 
can be aUowed to come along without any of 
ihs dark treatment. 

Cart of ffouM Ftms 

F erns. Uke UtUe boys and glrU who take 
fright at the sMht of soap and water, 
must be made to wash "behind tbe cara** A 
thorough washing with soap and water Is 
necessary to keep bouse ferns healthy during 
the Winter months. 

Fima should be carefully gww over, re¬ 
moving aU yellow or dtaeaaed fronds, iheae 
should be cut out with edaeora cloae to tba

If tbe planu 
dd happen to show algna of aphis or scale, a 
thorough cleanalng should be given. A aolu- 
Uoa of soap and nkodne la tbe best general 
■Mdlum to uaa. Bvery part of tbe plant muat 
be covered with the solution, which can be 
easily waahad off afterwards. 

Ihla cleaning up tn preparaUon for Winter 
appUaa to all the houee plants >rown lor their 
foliage. In the caee of the liroed-leaved 
planta. a washing with a sponge and soap 
and water usually ac^ompUshes the cleaning. 
Special care la neeeaaary In tha case of palma 
"Tba scales have a tiattt of hntmg fhemseivea 
down among the leaf-stems, and if they are 
not routed out they give trouble during the 
Winter. 

Miniafurt Grt«nhouM 

F or gardeners who are wUUng to pay atrlct 
attention to their plants, a hotbed can 
aarve as a miniature greenfaouaa. 

The hotbed la built aa a coldframe, except 
that tbe aoU la dug away to the depth of 
about eighteen Inches. The frame le built over 
this. The hotbed Is best oonstructed tn the 
Pall, and then In early Spring the excavation 
may be filled with about twelve Inches of 
fresh manure, with six Inches of good garden 
loam over this. Water well and leave several 
days before planting, aa the first heat will be 
too great for the seeds or planCs. 

AU planting la made directly Into the aoU. 
The same care aa to ventilation and watering 
la aaaentlal, the only advantage being that, 
due to the heat, the hotbed starts plants a 
week or two earlier. Slow-growing planta 
may be started In Febntary, aod transplanted 
to the hotbed when the weather becomes 
tomewhat settled In March. 

Forcing Bulbs Indoors 

S O many readers have asked for a "'time 
table** at a guide in forcing bulbs Indoor. 
*thai for aU general purposes I recoounend 
keeping the following Uat handy for reference 
this Winter: 

Giant Flowering Crocus—Plant twelve to 
fifteen In a eeven-lnch pan. Use named kinds, 
purple, lavender, yellow and white. 

Hyacinths—Plant five or six in an eight- 
loch pan. Use named aorta of single-flowered 
kinds, such aa Lady Derby or Queen of the 
Pinks iptnk). La Orandesse or La Innocence 
(white). King of the Blues (blue). Queen of 
the Blues (azure>. Yellow Hammer or City of 
Haarlem (yellow). Ten weeks to flower. 

Dutch Miniature Hyacinth — Same aa the 
Urge-slacgl onee, but more can be planted in 
bulb pan and the flowers are wnaUer. Seven 
to eight weeks to flower. 

Roman Hyacinth—Plant six or seven in a 
seven-inch pan. or in pebblea aod water They 
come In colors of white, roae and blue. 8U 
weeks to flower. 

Narelasua—Paper white: BaaUy flowered In 
water In six or seven weeks. 

Potyanihua Narcisaus—SoleU d*Dr tOolden 
8un>: BaaUy flowered In water like peper 
while narclaeua, though buds aomeumes do 
not opan if forced too fast.

It le 
Interesting to note that without water In 
theee cupa perfect teaaela will not be formed.

D IPSACUB SYLVKSTRIS M a true teaml. 

a commem weed but «f no commerelal 
value. This weed and the fuller's teasel are 
the only varieties grown tn America, but there 
are other sorts native to ths temperate regions 
of the Old World. 

The soil aod climate have much to do with 
the quality of the teasel. The most wiry 
teasels are grown In Prance, and are Just right 
lor blaoketa, while produces a Matter 


teaml aultable for the finer clothe mapu- 
tactured thfi*. Breaddoth re q dlrea a mall, 
fine teeael 

So Car aa we know the plant la gro w n ooqt- 
merdaUy In Hew York State and Oregon In 
Amarlca, but in no other part In iSMb Wil¬ 
liam Snook, a resident of Onoodago County. 
New Y(ffk. from seed obtained la Bnglaad. 
began the culture at teaml la hla State. Today 
tbe culture at thla plant ranks aa an Im¬ 
portant one in that dUUict while the quality 
of the product la conaldsred good. 

Culture of tko Flint 

I N the early Spring the ground should be 
fitted and the teed sown la drills about 
three feet apart About one peck of aaed would 
be reqxitrtd per acre. Ordinary elaan oultiva- 
Uon la glvna and the plante thinned to stand 
about eight inohet apart The aecoiMl year 
the ottlUvaUon la continued. About mld- 
uimmer the crop la ready to be barveated. 
The heeds have bloaaomed. and between the 
bloaaoma have formed the atlff. rec ur ved 
books that Jive the plant Its value. As aeon 
aa cut the heads are drawn to a building, 
spread thinly and allowed to dry. 

How rito Teasol is Usod 

S DfCB the beginning of the commercial 
weaving of cloth tbe teaml has been umd 
to ratm a nap on same. The teamla are ar¬ 
ranged on a cylinder in auch a way that the 
cloth paasm slowly over them while the 
cylinder revolves In the oppoalte dlrecUco. 
The re cur ved hooka catch the fibers of the 
wool, causing them to stand up from tha aur- 
faoe of the cloth and form a nap, atrong 
enough for the work, and yet elastic enough 
to "give** before breaking the cloth. Before 
any person ahould undertake growing this 
plant cooAier c lally. the market ahould be 
carefully canvaaeed. tbe demand determined 
aod tha price contneUd for.

preeent day In the Fromage Rattne, which la 
made la the Isle of Orleans. Over IW years 
ago the United Anplre Loyallate brought with 
them to various parte of Ontario a knowledge 
of the manufacture of the Cheddar type ef 
fheem. ThU type la pracUoally the only kind 
now made in Canadian eheem factorlea 
All Canadian chcem was made on farms 
until the year 1M4. when the first cbeme fac¬ 
tory was started In Oxford County. Ontarte 
In the following yeer another factory was 
opened tn Mlaalaquol County. Quebec. The 
factory ayatem had so many advantagm that 
it waa qiilr.ltly adnptari Then-art now chetaa 
faciortee In every province of Canada, but the 
greater part of Canadian factory cbeem la 
produced In Ontario and Quebec. 

Century-Old Apple Tree 
In Washington State 
Still Bears Fruit 

A lthough no kmier in Canada, the mote 
hl&torlo apple tree in North Amerlea 
Is intimately connected with the Domlnkm. 
This IM year-old tree, whldi stlU bears fruit 
annually te located at Fbrt Vancouver in the 
State of Washington where It waa planted la 
ItM by officers of the Hudaon's Bay Company 
who were the rulers of <Hd Oregon and there¬ 
about. 

The story of the planting of the tree la aa 
foUous; In IgW. «t London, btgland. a fare- 
aeU dinner was given to Captain Simpson and 
a number of other offloers of the Hudsonb 
Bar Company, who were reedy to set eaB ler 
tbe Hudson’s Bey post at Fort VaacobTer. 
Apptee were belitg aerved for desaart. One 
of the ladtea seated next to Captain 8lmpe(m. 
on cutting an apple, dropped the emda into 
Captain Slmpeon’a pocket, telling htaa to plaat 
them when he readied hla dasUnatlen. and 
iwrhapa they would grow. 

Upon the arrival of tbe party at the fast, 
the factor. Dr. MfloiighHn. thiiteed that tbe 
seeds should ba planted immediately, (tetell- 
Ing hla own gardener to lock after them. The 
seeds wen planted In small boam and k^i 
where they could not be touched by anyena 
After several years, the tree bon tta firte 
crop—one apple. Thla apple, when ripe, waa 
picked by Dr. Mcl^mighlln. who carefuUy cut 
H into seventeen alloea. one for each peraon 
seated at the table. Next year the tree bore 
twenty appl es , and haa been bearing fruit 
ever alnoe.

Save Leaves to Provide 
Humus for the Garden 

O MB'of the principal defects in mote gar¬ 
dens la the lack of humus or vegetaUe 
matter. Many peraora with small places bum 
up the leavea. and thus destroy a large amount 
of excellent fertlUalng matter Ihai la badly 
needed In the garden. Bvery gardenm ahould 
aa^w all the leavea possible and compote them 
with aotl or other metter to avoid their blow¬ 
ing away. 

A llttla care In thla Pbspect will often save 
many doUara and render the aotl much aaors 
productive, to say nothing of IM nealdr fitf- 
pearanoe of the grounds. Very often the land- 
owner haa a low spot or hollow, where tbe 
leavee can bt composted, but if not. it la 
usually an easy matter to dig out a hole that 
win take them, and by having a layer of soil 
and a layer of teevea. they will not only avoid 
the lorn of much valuable fertlUxer, but tt 
often can be done with very little work or 
outlay This leads to an annual supply of 
humus or compote top aoU for uaa In building 
up flower beds. 


Fish Meal Valuable for

First, there Is Ms 
rather high prioe In comparteon with the price 
ef other feeds: second, the lack of definite 
miormatlon regarding Its use; and third, a 
vartakiUiy tn tne product 

The feeding of fish meal haa been confined 
largely to awiae. bat li haa alee been uaed 
auooosteuUy for dairy eetile. and In a UmMcd 
way for other Itvoaiock. Orowtng amrlcet ani¬ 
mals and milking eowa seem best adapted lo 
utfll a e ettcienuy fhh Steal and other high 
protein feeds combtnad with carbonaoeous 
grataa. Flato maaJ la relaUvety more valuable 
for rapid gains aiM high production than for 
maintenance. However, fish steal may be to- 
eluded to advantase In the Stelntenanoc ra¬ 
tten of breading anlotela. but the percentage 
uaad ahould be lower than that noramlly in- 
chided In the growing ratten.
